This was rxjt causing 
immetfiele dislress 1p Ihe animala (nq ponghing gr olhef signa ql respiratory disUoss), bul it ggLikl pafenlially pause 
serwjs respiratory problerns. There must be suPficient venblallon lo minimize odor and tn prov^le for the well being 
of the animals. The veniifation system must be turned on more often or the inside ol the kennel cleaned more 
Irepu^hlly.
